Cincinnati, Ohio. Jan. 20.- The larg­ 
est bell in America and the second 
largest bell in the wotld is located 
in C ncinnati and hangs suspended in 
the belfry of the St. Francis cie Sales 
church here. 
W hile no verification of 
the presence of the famous bell in 
Moscow, Russia, is available since the 
incumbency of the Soviet regime, it 
is believed that the largest bell in 
the world still remains intact there. 
The Hell here has been rung but 
once. That was the early part of Jan ­ 
uary, 1896, just 27 years ago, when 
its obstreperous tone shattered win­ 
dows in buildings near the church and 
agreed that the tower was in 
danger of collapsing. 
Since 
then it has been tapped only by u 
large hammer, the bell's clapper re ­ 
maining in a vertical and dorm ant 
position for safety sake. 
Cast in Cincinnati in memory of its 
donor, Joseph Buddeke, a form er Cin­ 
cinnati m erchant, the bel! was hauled 
to its present location by 40 team s id* 
horses. 
It weighs approxim ately 3ft,- 
000 pounds and b» nearly 12 feet high 
and IO feet across its rim. 
The cost 
of the bronze memorial was $10,000. 
The tone of the bell is E flat and 
were it to Ik* rung its sound could be* 
heard within a radius of 15 miles of 
Cincinnati. 
But with the simple pro* 
cess of striking it with a hammer, tho 
sound is no louder than any other bell.
